It would 
hardly be fair to tell hia name, as it 
was learned in confidence, and the fad 
might not be regarded as a mere eccen- 
tricity by some people who have suffer- 
ed from it and they might be tempted 
to complain to the police. Again, every- 
body who has lost an umbrella—and 
that means a majority of the people of 
Chicago—would look up his address in 
the directory and sweep down upon him 
with the hope that his lost property 
might be in his collection. 


There are other men who have a 


weakness for. taking umbrellas, but no 
man is known to have carried it to so 
great an extreme as this one. He has a 
collection numbering 400 umbrellas of 
all kinds. A good many of them were 
bought. 
Some of them were borrowed 


from friends, with and without their 
permission, and others were acquired in 
other ways which it would be hardly 
polite to mention. The mau is a good 
citizen in other respects, but ho is a vic- 
tim of the umbrella habit, and when he 
sees au umbrella he is compelled to 
struggle very hard to resist the tempta- 
tion to ruako himself its owner.

Ho has added a few 
to his collection since that time. 


In every other way except this pas- 


sion for umbrellas, which amounts to a 
mania, the man is perfectly saae. His 
friends regard hira us a very clever 
man, and ho holds a responsible posi- 
tion in a big wholesale house down 
town. But umbrellas 01-0 his weakness. 
He is a victim of the umbrella habit 
just as another man might be a victim 
of tho opium habit or morphine habit, 
and his relatives are in constant *ear 
that the • habit may some day get him 
into trouble.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


A Pointed Question. 


Tho great question whether the use 


of forks is understood in Chicago hav- 
ing been happily settled in Paris, it 
maybe asked in seriousness whether 
forks are not too inuuh used iu Chicago 
and everywhere else. Not that anybody 
wants to use the knife for conveying 
food to the month, but might not tho 
teaspoon as a part of tho diuner equip- 
ment ba a little more prominent?

For solids 
it is an excellent shovel. For liquids it 
is naturally a failure. The countryman 
who on his first viait to a city hotel 
asked 'the water for a spoon with no 
slits in it was no legitimate subject of 
ridicule. He was an impartial critic, 
being without the prejudice of habit or 
tradition.—Hotel Mail. 


The Supreme Court. 


"The judges of tho United States 


courts have, with rare exceptions, been 
men of excellent legal ability and of 
high character," writes ex-President 
Harrison in TheTJadies' Home Journal. 
''The bar hus sometimes complained 
that judges were arbitrary and not al- 
ways as suave and respectful in their 
treatment of the members of the bar as 
they ought to be. Perhaps there has 
been in particular cases ground for such 
complaints, but the cases have been 
few.

passion are inexcusable iu a judge. He 
must be deferential if he expects defer- 
ence. 
PIo should bo patient and even 


tempered, for the case is sure to go his 
way in his own court. And, on the oth- 
er hand, the bar should always give its 
powerful aid to support the influence of 
the courts, for the judicial department 
is the keystone of our government and 
assaults upon it threaten the whole 
structure of the stately arch."

augurated by John B-Ulanoa. who be- 
came Pre-nier m 1891.

country had passed 


through a series of years of the severest 
industrial depression, succeeding a 
period of wild speculation due to the 
extravagant and wasteful expenditure 
of millions of dollars in building rail- 
roads and other improvements for 
which there was no real demand. 


By the act of 1891 all personal prop- 


erty and some improvements were ex- 
empted from 
taxation 
Two years 


later the act was amended exempting 
all improvements This change, Mr. 
Connelly says, is now admitted to r>e a 
"beneficial step." TUB results have 
been satisfactory and have demon 
strated the wisdom of abolishing the 
improvement tax. 


Referring to the manner in which 


thia legislation was at first receive 1 he 
says: "As might naturally have been 
expected, a cry of alarm went up and 
this class of legislation was condemned 
far and wide as being revolutionary 
and un-English and thoa^who favored 
such laws were denounced as scciilnte 
and spoliators." And further on he 
gays: 


"Now, 
however, the people are lapidly 


beginning to rea.ize the beneficial re- 
sults of the new era aud ,«ie becoming 
reconciled to the innovations they 
were wont to condemn heretofoie; and 
again,—the wisdom of alteration in the 
incidence of taxation from land and 
personal property, to land and income 
tax has now been fully demonstrated." 


Both the press and the people seem 


reconciled to the present system, but 
it has taken some time for the wealthy 
and well to do, generally, to cea"e tbeir 
opposition to tbe new conditions. 


Labor is relieved from taxation ex- 


cept in the matter of customs duties 
toward which all have to contribute. 


In New Zealand the land aud income 


tax is now popular; it ia accepted in 
lien of the property tax. It is a suc- 
cess. 


"There is," says the Consul, "in- 


creased prosperity in nearly every 
branch of trade, farm products are 
fetching satisfactory prices, manufac- 
turing industries are running on full 
time and paying good wages and fair 
interest on capital invested 
Millions 


of English capital is flowing in and the 
credit of the country at no period of 
its history stood so high as itdoesnow." 


The above exoerpts taken foom the 


Call are of interest to law-makers* and 
tax-payers generally. The conditions 
that prevailed in New Zealand at the 
time these methods of taxation were 
adopted were much the same as those 
in Nevada to-day. 


This country and onr State have 


passed through a series of years of tbe 
severest industrial depression; and tbe 
fact that so many of its railroad prop- 
erties are in the hands of receivers 
makes it almost sure that many were 
built long in advance of any real de- 
mand. The same conditions, the Con- 
sal says prevailed there.
